SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The computer image file entitled 2wlacygs.jpg has been classified as: 

Objectionable. 

This classification is because the publication promotes and supports the use of urine in 
association with sexual conduct. 

The publication contains a full colour photographic image, with a high quality of 
reproduction. It shows two women in a sexual pose, with one urinating and the other 
masturbating her whilst placing her tongue next to the urine. The details of the image 
are clear. The woman who is urinating has bare breasts and genitals. Both are 
dressed in lingerie. There is a clear association between the urination and the sexual 
activity being carried out, through their juxtaposition. The women's pose and sexual 
activity indicates that the purpose of the image is to sexually arouse the viewer. 

The publication falls under s3(2)(d) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993, and is therefore deemed objectionable. The provisions of 
s3(2) are inconsistent with, and override, the right to freedom of expression contained 
in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. 
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
